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Michigan Spark Grant applications now open; nearly $23 million available 


Additional pathway to 
Spark Grants funding 
will be open to ‘oppor- 
tunity communities’ 
through new partner- 
ship with Michigan's 
philanthropy network 


After record interest in 
first-round Michigan Spark 
Grants funding, the Michi- 
gan Department of Natural 
Resources will reopen grant 
applications starting May 1 
with up to $23 million avail- 
able for public recreation 
improvement projects in 
areas most affected by 
COVID-19. To boost grant 


access for those in greatest 
need, the DNR also an- 
nounced a partnership that 
will connect identified “‘op- 
portunity communities” 
with funding and the sup- 
port of Michigan’s philan- 
thropic network. 

“Every Michigander de- 
serves equitable access to 
the outdoors that’s close to 
home no matter where they 
live, and that includes hav- 
ing quality local park and 
trail resources at the neigh- 
borhood and community 
levels,” said Gov. Gretchen 
Whitmer. “Under the bipar- 
tisan Building Michigan To- 
gether Plan I signed last 
year, we made history with 


MEA members forge family 
partnerships, help improve 
literacy in rural communities 


CHARLEVOIX, Mich. — 
What started as a pilot pro- 
gram to engage families 
and communities in reading 
has created new bonds 
among students, parents 
and educators in rural com- 
munities across Northern 
Michigan. 

Through the Family Lit- 
eracy Projects, MEA mem- 
bers identified families in 
rural areas with higher 
rates of poverty to encour- 
age students to read, and 
parents to read with their 
younger children. The pro- 
gram provided families 
with a collection of books to 
read and discuss at home, 
as well as web-based re- 
sources to inspire further 
reading. 

“Literacy isn’t something 
that only takes place in the 
classroom between 8 a.m. 
and 3 p.m., and it requires 
working partnerships be- 
tween educators and fami- 
lies,” said MEA member 
Glen Young, a retired 
Petoskey High School Eng- 
lish teacher and co-director 
of the Top of the Mitt Writ- 
ing Project. “In order for lit- 
eracy to thrive beyond the 
classroom, it has to involve 
the family — that could be 
parents, grandparents, sib- 
lings or other caretakers.” 

The project is part of a 
National Endowment for 
the Humanities grant 
awarded to the Top of the 
Mitt Writing Project and 
brought together teachers, 
families and school admin- 
istrators in the Boyne Falls, 
Pellston, Charlevoix, Alan- 
son, and Grayling school 
districts. The books were 
geared primarily toward K- 
8 students, and the topics 
ranged from classic novels 
to more modern works. 

While the grant funding 
is only for the current 
school year, some volunteer 
educators plan to continue 
their working relationships 
with the families. 

“This project has been 
transformative for our par- 
ents and teachers,” said 
Jane Garver, a Charlevoix 


rural communities 


Teacher Leader. “We have 
formed new relationships 
and bonded with parents 
over our shared love for 
their children. It has been a 
terrific experience for each 
of the families that took the 
plunge and participated. 
What a joy to celebrate 
reading and writing each 
week with our families.” 

“This program helped 
our family grow together in 
making lasting connections 
to one another using our 
words in different ways by 
writing,” said Jennifer 
Fruk, a Charlevoix parent. 
“They saw us, as parents, 
work on new styles of writ- 
ing that challenged us and 
our children to talk to- 
gether more easily about 
their school experiences. 
We had fun and the skills 
we learned, the writing 
styles, and the books are 
still bringing joy to our fam- 
ily.” 

“The Family Literacy 
Project was a great success 
for me, personally, because 
it allowed me to understand 
that reading is an easy way 
to connect with my kids,” 
said Dave Grossi, also a 
Charlevoix parent. “It’s 
made the one last thing we 
do before bedtime a fun 
thing for the kids to look 
forward to.” 

“Learning doesn’t stop at 
the end of the school day, 
and our dedicated educa- 
tors work tirelessly to build 
partnerships with families 
to improve literacy in their 
communities,” said Chan- 
dra Madafferi, Michigan 
Education Association pres- 
ident-elect. “We applaud 
these hard-working educa- 
tors and are excited to see 
our students love for read- 
ing improve across North- 
ern Michigan.”

We’re excited that these 
grants will help deliver crit- 
ical funding to ‘spark’ more 
opportunities for residents 
to enjoy nature and connect 
with family and friends.” 

Earlier this year, the DNR 

awarded $14.2 million in 
first-round funding to 21 
communities. A great start, 
but interest in the Michigan 
Spark Grants program far 
exceeded the department’s 
expectations. 

“We were astounded by 
the response to the 
first round,” said Dan 
Lord, assistant chief of 
the DNR’s Finance and 
Operations Division. 
“In a normal year, our 
top three recreation 
grant programs — the 
Land and Water Con- 
servation Fund, the 
Recreation Passport 
and the Michigan Nat- 
ural Resources Trust 
Fund — on average re- 
ceive around 150 appli- 
cations seeking 
between $50 million 
and $60 million.” 

“For the Michigan 
Spark Grants, we ac- 
cepted over 460 appli- 
cations requesting 
more than $280 mil- 
lion,” Lord added. “It 
was clear we had 
tapped into a tremen- 
dous need. We also 
knew there was more 
work to do in support- 
ing some communities 
and ensuring they 
have the capacity and 
resources to prepare, 
apply for and adminis- 
ter a grant like this.”

to communities identified 
as “opportunity communi- 
ties” — those that tradition- 
ally have been 
under-resourced and under- 
represented and who lack 
access to parks and recre- 
ation.

rienced barriers to access- 
ing these types of grants. 

Connecting ‘opportunity 
communities’ to resources 

To create this new grant- 
making model, the DNR 
sought advice and perspec- 
tive from an advisory group 
composed of philanthropy, 
regional government plan- 
ning, parks and recreation, 
and other grant-making en- 
tities with relevant expert- 
ise. What emerged was the 
framework for a grant pro- 
gram with a more equity-fo- 
cused application and 
evaluation process, a new 
approach that gives funding 
priority to opportunity 
communities — areas that 
lack public recreation 
spaces and have a high pro- 
portion of households that 
are struggling financially 
and a high number of resi- 
dents with physical and 
mental health disparities. 

The DNR’s new partner- 
ship is aimed at removing 
barriers facing these nearly 
40 opportunity communi- 
ties in accessing not only 
funding, but also the needed 
supporting services for ex- 
panding a community’s 
ability to successfully man- 
age and implement recre- 
ation projects. 

Recognizing that the 
Council of Michigan Foun- 
dations — representing 
Michigan’s united, diverse 
philanthropic community, 
and an original member of 
the Michigan Spark Grants 
advisory group — has the 


structure and network in 
place through its members 
to engage and support the 
opportunity communities, 
the DNR forged a ground- 
breaking partnership with 
CMF to align $27.5 million 
in Michigan Spark Grant 
funds (the balance of the 
program’s original $65 mil- 
lion allocation) through 
CMF member foundations 
to support communities in 
developing and implement- 
ing their local public recre- 
ation projects. 

“Through this innovative 
partnership with the DNR, 
Michigan philanthropy will 
help to ensure community 
voice is centered in this 
work to advance equitable 
and transformative change 
for opportunity communi- 
ties across the state,” said 
Kyle Caldwell, CMF presi- 
dent and CEO. “We look for- 
ward to supporting our 
foundation members as we 
collectively work to expand 
access to outdoor recreation 
spaces and programs for 
communities that have been 
historically under-repre- 
sented and under-re- 
sourced.” 

Michigan Spark Grants 
have proved much different 
than other grant programs 
offered by the DNR. 

“We were very encour- 
aged by the willingness of 
the DNR to do something 
different to further broaden 
access to recreational op- 
portunities,” said J.J. Tighe, 
director of the Ralph C. Wil- 
son, Jr. Foundation’s Parks 
& Trails Initiative, anda 
member of the Michigan 
Spark Grants advisory 
group. “We had to find cre- 
ative solutions that didn’t 
just create a new grant pro- 
gram, but could instead 
leverage the locally based 
resources of community 
foundations to provide 
grantees with additional 
support, remove barriers 
and create the conditions 
for each community to have 
long-term success.” 

Multiple paths, one goal

“The partnership with 
CMF expands the reach of 
the Michigan Spark Grants 
program and better sup- 
ports grantees interested in 
bringing more public recre- 
ation opportunities to their 
residents,” said Tighe. “It’s 
about trying to ensure that 
everyone who wants to take 
advantage of grant dollars 
can find a way there.” 

The final round 
(nearly $23 million) of 
Michigan Spark Grants 
through the DNR (applica- 
tions due June 26). 

The $27.5 million 
subset of CMF Michigan 
Spark Grant funding and 
additional resources avail- 
able to opportunity commu- 
nities (details coming this 
summer). 

Other DNR recre- 
ation grant funding oppor- 
tunities, including the Land 
and Water Conservation 
Fund, the Recreation Pass- 
port and the Michigan Nat- 
ural Resources Trust Fund 
(apply by April 1 each year). 

How to apply 

Applicants can seek a 
minimum of $100,000 up to 
a maximum of $1 million. 
Applications opening May 1 
are due June 26, with award 
announcements expected in 
late September. Michigan 
Spark Grants, administered 
by the DNR, are available to 
entities that are legally con- 
stituted to provide public 
recreation, such as: 

-. Units of government or 
public authorities. 

-, Federally designated 
tribes. 

-. Regional or statewide 
organizations that are es- 
tablished with a recre- 
ational focus. 

-. Consortiums of local 
units of government or pub- 
lic authorities.

Keys in talent develop- 
ment are recruiting and se- 
lecting a great candidate for 
the position and then, of 
course, developing and help- 
ing that person do her/his 
best work, be a great team 
member, and succeed. 

In this article we focus on 
the first key, i.e., hiring an 
outstanding person. 

There are many more jobs 
here in Northern Michigan, 
and elsewhere, than there 
are candidates. 

Attitude, character, and 
qualities are vitally impor- 
tant. We want a person who 
has fire in her belly, is a 
thinker as well as a doer, 
has a drive to be successful, 
and who will be a treasured 
member of our team. Busi- 
ness is competitive, so a per- 
son has to “want it,” be 
ready to work hard and go 
the extra mile and make sac- 
rifices at times.

amended as follows:

This ordinance shall be known and cited as the Wilson 
Township Cemetery Ordinance.

As Used in This Ordinance: 


Cemetery Lot: An area of land within a cemetery suffi- 
cient to accommodate from one (1) to six (6) Cemetery 
Plots.

or plot identified in the notice shall revert to the Township 
free and clear from any claims of that original purchaser 
or qualified assignee. The Township Clerk shall then 
cancel in the official cemetery records that the burial per- 
mit issued and indicate in those records that the ceme- 
tery lot or plot is eligible for resale under the terms and 
conditions of this Ordinance. 


All monument footings must meet or exceed manufac- 
tures specifications and must be approved by the Town- 
ship Clerk or Cemetery Sexton prior to installation.

ically measuring four (4) feet wide and ten (10) feet long. Section 12: Repurchase of Lots or Plots 


Headstone: An upright memorial placed at the head of a 
grave 


The Township will repurchase any cemetery lots or plot 
from the owner for the original price paid the Township 
upon written request of said owner or his legal heirs or 
representatives. 


Not less than 36 hours’ notice shall be given in advance 
of any time of any funeral to allow for the opening of the 
grave. Arrangements contrary to this shall be made with 
the Township Clerk or Cemetery Sexton 


Marker: A memorial set flush with the surrounding grade 


Monument: A statue or other structure placed in memory :

The Township Clerk shall maintain records concerning 
all burials and issuance of burial permits separate and 
apart from any other records of the township and the

Green Burial: The act of burying human remains with no 
embalming fluids or similar body-preserving chemicals in 
a biodegradable casket and without a vault constructed 
of concrete or similar material.

Cemetery lots or plots shall be sold only to residents or 
taxpayers of the Township for the purpose of the burial 
of the purchaser or his or her heirs at law or next of kin. 
No sale shall be made to funeral directors or others than 
as heretofore set forth.

All graves shall be located in an orderly and neat ap- 
pearing manner within the confines of the plot involved. 


signee, however, is hereby granted the authority to vary 
the aforesaid restriction on sales where the purchaser 
discloses sufficient personal reason for burial within the 
Township through previous residence in the Township or 
relationship to persons interred therein. 


All such sales shall be made on a form approved by the 
Township Board, which grants the right of burial only and 
does not convey any other title to the lot or burial space 
sold. Such form shall be executed by the Township Clerk 
or their designee. 


Burial rights may only be transferred to those persons el- 
igible to be original purchasers of cemetery lots or plots 
within the Township. The Township Clerk or their de- 
signee shall approve all transfer requests and shall enter 
the transfer upon the official records. Upon such assign- 
ment, the Clerk or their designee shall issue a new burial 
permit to the assignee and shall cancel the original per- 
mit. 


Section 4: Purchase Price and Transfer Fees 


The Township Board shall from time to time, by separate 
resolution, establish the purchase price for cemetery lots 
and plots and the fee for transferring one or more ceme- 
tery lots or burial fees to a qualified assignee 


Section 5: Grave Opening Charges 


The opening and closing of any burial space, prior to 
and following burial therein, and including the interment 
of ashes, shall be at a cost to be determined from time 
to time by resolution of the Township Board, payable to 
the Township. 


No plots shall be opened and closed except under the 
direction and control of the Township Clerk or Cemetery 
Sexton. This provision shall not apply to proceedings for 
grave openings or disinterment, which are done under 
the supervision of the local health department. 


No green burials are permitted in any Wilson Township 


cemetery. 


Section 8: Winter Burials 


No winter burials shall occur without the prior consent of 
the Township Clerk or Cemetery Sexton. 


The Township may charge additional fees for winter buri- 


als. 


Section 9: Cremains 


Cremains may be buried in a container approved by the 
Cemetery Sexton or Township Clerk in a burial space. 


No cremains shall be scattered or dispersed within a 


Township Cemetery. 


Section 10: Ground Maintenance 


No grading, leveling, or excavating upon a plot shall be 
allowed without the permission of the Cemetery Sexton 


or the Township Clerk. 


No shrubs or trees of any type shall be planted without 
the approval of the Cemetery Sexton or the Township 
Clerk. Any of the foregoing items planted without such 
approval may be removed by the Township or the Ceme- 


tery Sexton. 


The Township Board reserves the right to remove or trim 
any tree, plant or shrub located within the cemetery in 
the interest of maintaining proper appearance and the 


use of the cemetery. 


Mounds that hinder the free use of a lawn mower or 
other gardening apparatus are prohibited. 


All burials shall be within a standard concrete vault or 
other non-collapsible container, installed or constructed 
in each burial space before interment. 


No concrete vault shall be required in connection with 


the internment of cremains. 


Section 15: Cemetery Hours 


The cemetery shall be open to the general public from 
the hours of 8 am to 10 pm each day. 


No person shall be permitted in the Township cemeteries 
at any time other than the foregoing hours, except upon 
permission of the Township Board, the Township Clerk or 


the Cemetery Sexton. 


Section 16: Penalties 


Any person who shall violate any provision of this Ordi- 
nance shall be responsible for a municipal civil infraction 
as defined in Public Act 12 of 1994, amending Public Act 
236 of 1961, being Sections 600.101-600.9939 of Michi- 
gan Compiled laws, and shall be subject to a fine of not 
more than five hundred dollars and zero cents ($500.00) 
along with applicable costs of prosecution allowed by 
law. Each day this Ordinance is violated shall be consid- 


ered as a separate violation. 


Section 17: Enforcement Officer 


The Township Supervisor is hereby designated as the 
authorized township official to issue municipal civil in- 
fraction citations directing alleged violators of this Ordi- 


nance to appear in court. 


Section 18: Nuisance 


A violation of this Ordinance is hereby declared to be a 
public nuisance or a nuisance per se and is declared to 
be offensive to the public health, safety, and welfare. 


Section 19: Severability 


The provisions of the within ordinance are hereby de- 
clared to be severable and should any provision, section 


or part thereof be declared invalid or unconstitutional by 


Section 6: Headstones, Markers or Monuments 


All headstones or monuments must be of granite, mar- 
ble, or other equally durable composition. Brass is al- 
lowed for markers. Raw, unfinished boulders and field 
stones shall not be placed within the cemetery other 
than as landscaping done by the township as part of 
cemetery maintenance and beautification. 


The Township Clerk or Cemetery Sexton shall have the 
right and authority to remove and dispose of all growth, 
emblems, displays or containers therefore that through 
decay, deterioration, damage or otherwise become un- 
sightly, a source of litter or a maintenance problem. 


Surfaces other than earth or sod are prohibited. 


All refuse of any kind or nature including, among others, 


any court of competent jurisdiction, such decision shall 
only affect the particular provision, section or part 
thereof involved in such decision and shall not affect or 
invalidate the remainder of such ordinance which shall 
continue in full force and effect. 


Section 20. Repeal
